General: GIs Lacked Armor 


Safety of vehicles under review after soldiers refuse mission 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The U.S. Army Reserve sol- 
diers who refused orders to drive a dangerous 
route last week were members of one of a few 
supply units whose trucks are still unarmored, 
their commanding general said Sunday. 

The soldiers, now under investigation, had 
previously focused on local missions in safer 
parts of southern Iraq and had never driven 
a convoy north along the attack-prone roads 
passing through Baghdad. 

“Not all of their trucks are completely 
armored. In their case, they haven’t had 
the chance to get armored,” said Brig. Gen. 


James E. Chambers, commanding general 
of 13th Corps Support Command. 

Chambers said the 18 soldiers involved in 
the incident had returned to duty and it was 
“too early” to determine if any will undergo 
disciplinary action. He said two investigations 
are examining the soldiers’ disobedience as 
well as their allegations that the trucks were 
unfit for the hazardous journey. 

Chambers said 80 percent of the 13th 
Coscom’s 4,000 trucks have been fitted with 


custom steel plates, but some of those in the 
unit that balked, the 343rd Quartermaster 
Company, were among the last left unar- 
mored because the unit’s mission normally 
confines it to a less dangerous part of Iraq. 

None of the 13th Coscom’s trucks arrived 
in Iraq with armor. Since February, the unit’s 
engineers and private contractors have been 
working in impromptu maintenance yards to 
weld heavy metal “boxes” over truck cabs. 

Chambers downplayed the incident, say- 
ing the disobedience is not indicative of wider 
morale or maintenance problems, jim krane (ap)

Kerry claims Bush has 
plan to privatize Social 
Security if re-elected 

WASHINGTON! Massachusetts Sen. 
John Kerry accused President Bush 
on Sunday of planning a surprise 
second-term effort to privatize 
Social Security and forecast a 
“disaster for America’s middle 
class.” 

The charge erupted as the polls 
made the race for the White House 
a close one, seemingly tilting Bush’s 
way despite debates that bolstered 
his Democratic rival’s standing. 

While Kerry visited Ohio and 
Florida, Bush readied what aides 
called a major speech on terrorism 
for Monday in New Jersey. 
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Kerry speaks atthe Mount Olivet 
Baptist Church in Columbus, Ohio. 


Kerry talked about Social 
Security from the pulpit of the 
Mt. Olivet Baptist Church in 
Columbus, Ohio, citing a report in 


The New York Times Magazine that 
quoted Bush as telling supporters 
that “privatizing Social Security” 
would be high on his second-term 
agenda. 

He called it Bush’s “January 
surprise,” and said it may be good 
for “the wealthiest people and the 
well connected in America, but 
it’s a disaster for America’s mid- 
dle class.”

Study Cites Wealth Gap 


WAS H I N GTO N I The enoimous wealth 
gap between white families and 
blacks and Hispanics grew larger 
after the most recent recession, a 
private analysis of government 
data finds. 

White households had a medi- 
an net worth of greater than 
$88,000 in 2002, 11 times more 
than Hispanics and more than 
14 times that of blacks, the Pew 
Hispanic Center said in a study 
being released Monday. 

Blacks were slowest to emerge 
from the economic downturn that 
started in 2000 and ended early in 


2001, the report found. 

Net worth accounts for the val- 
ues of items such as a home and car, 
checking and savings accounts, and 
stocks, minus debts such as mort- 
gage and credit card bills. 

According to the group’s analy- 
sis of Census Bureau data, nearly 
one-third of black families and 26 
percent of Hispanic families were in 
debt or had no net assets, compared 
with 11 percent of white families. 

Regardless of race and ethnicity, 
the median net worth for all U.S. 
households was $59,700 in 2002, a 
12 percent gain from 1996. (ap)

Marines use heavy artillery to fight insurgents 


Zarqawi 
Loyal to 
Al Qaeda 

Statement tries to lay 
to rest speculation on 
terror chiefs’ rivalry 

BAGHDAD | The most feared mili- 
tant group in Iraq, the movement 
of terror mastermind Abu Musab 
al -Zarqawi, declared its allegiance 
to Osama bin Laden on Sunday, say- 
ing it had agreed with al Qaeda over 
strategy and the need for unity 
against “the enemies of Islam.” 

The declaration, which appeared 
on a Web site often 
used as a clearing- 
house for statements 
by militant groups, 
said al-Zarqawi con- 
sidered bin Laden 
“the best leader for 
Islam’s armies.” 

The statement, whose authen- 
ticity could not be confirmed, said 
the two had been in communication 
eight months ago before the dialogue 
was interrupted. 

The Jordanian-born al-Zarqawi 
is suspected of about a dozen high- 
profile attacks in Iraq, including 
the beheading of numerous for- 
eign hostages. 

His relationship to bin Laden has 
long been the subject of speculation. 
Although many experts believe al- 
Zarqawi had longtime ties to al 
Qaeda, others suspected that al- 
Zarqawi considered himself a rival 
to bin Laden for the mantle of chief 
defender of the Muslim faith, (ap) 


BAGHDAD I U.S. troops pounded 
Fallujah with airstrikes and tank 
fire Sunday, and the Iraqi govern- 
ment appealed to residents to expel 
“foreign terrorists” to prevent an all- 
out attack. 

Hospital officials reported three 
civilians were killed. The U.S. mili- 
tary reported no casualties. 

U.S. Marines said Sunday that 
they used small arms, tanks, artil- 
lery, mortars and seven precision 
airstrikes against insurgents. The 
Marines said that insurgents were 
seen taking refuge in a mosque but 


that troops did not fire on them. 

American forces have stepped up 
attacks around Fallujah since peace 
talks between the Iraqi government 
and Fallujah clerics broke down last 
Thursday after city leaders reject- 
ed Allawi’s demand to hand over 
“foreign terrorists,” including the 
Jordanian-born al-Zarqawi. 

Fallujah clerics insist al-Zarqawi, 
whose Tawhid and Jihad movement 
has claimed responsibility for mul- 
tiple suicide car-bombings and hos- 
tage beheadings, is not in the city.

Voters overwhelmingly dumped 
Megawati in favor of Yudhoyono in

“There are no regulations requir- 
ing her presence at the ceremony,” 
Pramono Anung, a senior official in 
Megawati’s party, said of the inau- 
guration. “She also has no plans to 
meet him soon.” 

Yudhoyono said Sunday he had 
asked for a meeting with Megawati, 


“so there could be good communi- 
cation between my team and her 
team and that the transfer ... can 
be democratic and peaceful.” 

“There should be no gap or dis- 
continuity because this could be 
very dangerous. Public service 
and government should not halt 
over this,” he said, (ap)

7 Freed Detainees 
Back to Fighting 

Kidnappings, killing attributed to ex-prisoners 


WASHINGTON I Despite gaining 
their freedom by signing pledges 
to renounce violence, at least seven 
former prisoners of the United 
States at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
have returned to terrorism, at times 
with deadly consequences. 

At least two are believed to have 
died in fighting in Afghanistan, 
and a third was recaptured dur- 
ing a raid of a suspected training 
camp in Afghanistan, said Lt. Cmdr. 
Flex Plexico, a Pentagon spokesman. 
Others are at large. 

Some 146 detainees have been 
released from Guantanamo, but 
only after U.S. officials had deter- 


mined the prisoners no longer posed 
threats and had no remaining intel- 
ligence value. Pentagon officials said 
most have steered clear of Islamic 
insurgent groups. 

The Pentagon did not identify 
the seven detainees believed to have 
returned to fighting, although a few 
names have been made public. One 
released detainee killed a judge 
leaving a mosque in Afghanistan, 
Plexico said. 

And Abdullah Mehsud oversaw 
the recent kidnapping of two Chinese 
engineers, one of whom was killed 
when Pakistani soldiers raided the 
hostage-takers’ hideout, (ap) 


Belarusian Voters 
Defeat Term Limits 

MINSK, BELARUS I Belarusians voted 
in favor of scrapping presidential 
term limits, the Central Elections 
Commission chief said Monday, 
citing partial results. Ending the 
limits would allow authoritarian 


leader Alexander Lukashenko to 
seek a new term in 2006. 

Opposition figures claimed that 
Sunday’s vote was rigged in order 
to allow Lukashenko, often brand- 
ed as Europe’s last dictator, to stay 
in power. He has led the ex- Soviet 
republic of 10 million on an anti- 
West, isolationist path since he was 
first elected president in 1994. (ap)

A Sight for Sore Eyes: 
Traffic Running on 1-95 


B A LT I M 0 R E I Soon after 92 vehicles 
caught in a violent, fast-moving 
storm began slamming into each 
other on Interstate 95 in subur- 
ban Baltimore Saturday afternoon, 
emergency workers converged on 
the area. 

Seven hours later, at least 49 
injured people had been treated, 
and workers had cleared wreckage 
from 17 separate accidents along an 
11-mile stretch of the highway. By 
Sunday morning, a steady stream 
of traffic flowed smoothly past the 
accident sites. 


“To clear that much wreckage 
and to have that highway open in 
seven hours is a real testament to 
the troopers on the ground” said 
State Police Superintendent Col. 
Thomas Hutchins. 

Despite the number of crash- 
es, only four people spent the 
night in area hospitals. No deaths 
were reported, and Hutchins said 
Sunday that the most serious inju- 
ry appeared to be a broken leg — “a 
real miracle given the number of 
vehicles involved in this accident.”

Metro May Double Rainy Day Fund 


WASHINGTON I Cash-strapped 
Metro is considering doubling its 
rainy day fund. 

Managers last week proposed to 
the agency’s budget committee that 
the fund limit be increased from 1 
percent to 2 percent of the operat- 
ing budget. 

But Metro Board Chairman 


Robert Smith tabled the idea, say- 
ing Maryland would rather be sent 
a bill for unexpected expenses when 
they occur. 

However, board members Jim 
Graham, a D.C. councilman, and 
Christopher Zimmerman, who rep- 
resents Arlington County, Va., said 
they support a larger financial cush- 


ion and that the proposal deserves 
further discussion. 

Metro currently has $8.6 mil- 
lion in the account, about $1 mil- 
lion short of the 1 percent limit. 
Managers point out other tran- 
sit authorities contribute up to 
10 percent of their budgets to a 
rainy day fund, while local gov- 
ernments give at least 2 percent.

The Slippery Scribe 



‘Lemony Snickef 
may not exist, but his 
grand, grim books do 

PERSONALITY | Lemony Snicket is 
running late. Or is he? 

Who else but the creator of 
this best-selling children’s series 
known for its dark humor would 
wear a heavy black suit and over- 
sized faux-velvet sunglasses when 
it’s 80 degrees outside? 

But as often happens in his books 
about a trio of unlucky and plucky 
orphans, nothing is quite what it 
seems. The man offering profuse 
apologies for his tardiness is not the 
storyteller with the mouth-puck- 
ering moniker, but his impresario, 
novelist Daniel Handler. 

“Both of us pride ourselves on 
being on time,” said Handler, 34. 

It turns out that the pseudon- 
ymous writer with $25 million in 
worldwide sales answers e-mails 
and does occasional radio inter- 
views, but never shows up in pub- 
lic. “Mr. Snicket would have a lot 
more good excuses for being late 
due to the workings of his enemies, 
whereas I have nothing to blame 
but my own stupidity,” Handler 
explained, employing a shtick he’s 


perfected at author events where 
kids want to know why some guy 
they’ve never heard of is autograph- 
ing their book. 

The stories have both an appeal- 
ing forbidden quality — each starts 


with a disclaimer warning readers 
why their time would be better spent 
on something else — and toss off 
vocabulary lessons with a wink and 
nudge. Readers of the 11th install- 
ment, “The Grim Grotto,” are told 


that “passive” means “accepting 
what is happening without doing 
anything about it” followed by a 
Snicket soliloquy on the torture of 
shopping for new shoes. 

Handler disapproves of children’s 
authors who get overly preachy, but 
says that maintaining good manners 
in the face of adversity is something 
of an obsession for both him and 
his nom de plume. The orphaned 
siblings at the center of each tale, 
Violet, Klaus and Sunny Baudelaire, 
remain unfailingly polite despite the 
obstacles set before them by feck- 
less or evil adults. 

Handler has come a long way 
from his days as a freelance writer 
when he spun a proposal for three 
“Unfortunate Events” books from 
the pages of a gothic adult novel he’d 
never finished. The success that fol- 
lowed publication of the first volume 
about the Baudelaires in 1999 “revo- 
lutionized” his literary life. 

So will Lemony Snicket bow to 
popular pressure and give the poor 
Baudelaires a happy ending at the 
conclusion of No. 13? 

“Happy is a comparative term,” 
Handler said. “So the ending that is 
on the horizon will be happier than 
some, but less happy than others.”

John Cleese holds 
a TV crash course 
in wine sophistication 

OENOPHILES I Since when does a 
Python worry about what kind of 
wine to have with a meal? 

Monty Python comedy veteran 
John Cleese decided to crush his 
grapes of ignorance and explore 
just what all the gourmet maga- 
zines and wine experts are talk- 
ing about. 

“I felt it was a shame that some- 
thing that is such a source of plea- 


sure should have become restricted 
by all this snobbery,” Cleese said. 

The result: a new Food Network 
special, “John Cleese’s Wine for the 
Confused” (Sat., Oct. 23 and Sun., 
Oct. 24), which explores everything 
from what words to use to describe 
flavor to how to take the wind out 
of a snooty sommelier. 

“Wine for the Confused” gives a 
sort of shorthand sophistication to 
novice wine lovers. 

“The purpose in doing the pro- 
gram was to inform myself better. 
I realized I would have the wonder- 
ful opportunity to talk to somme-

liers and winemakers, and through 
the process of sipping a wine with 
them say, ‘Now there’s a funny taste 
in there. What is that?”’ 

“Some of the words ring the bell 
and some of them don’t,” he said. “I 
remember sipping a pinot noir once 
and somebody said it had taste of 
pencil lead, and I remember think- 
ing, ‘Yes, that’s right.’” 

Cleese explores how weather, 
the soil, location, other vegetation, 
the mashing, the fermentation pro- 
cess and how long the wine bottle 
is open before serving all contrib- 
ute to the taste. 

“When you’ve got all these 
factors moving around and con- 
necting in these different ways,” 
Cleese said, “it becomes an art.”

Amateur ‘broadcasts’ 
that bypass AM/FM 
are next radio wave 

First came pirate radio, then 
Internet radio. Now, a new way of 
circumventing the big, bad broad- 
cast corporations has emerged: 
podcasts. 

These homemade radio shows 
cover any number of things : a week- 
ly hourlong program about board 
games; a daily amateur photogra- 
phy show hosted by an Australian 
computer programmer; regular 
people, unschooled in the ways of 
radio, talking the way real people 
talk — clumsily, with curses, dead 
air and all. 

Podcasts don’t use megawatt 
transmitters to send signals. 
Podcasts are audio files posted 
inside blogs as MP3s that can be 
downloaded to an iPod or other por- 
table player. And they represent the 
next wave of peer-to-peer content 
sharing — unlimited by available 


FM/AM spectrum, untouched by 
FCC regulation, portable and full 
of possibility. 

The technology for produc- 
ing and distributing podcasts is 
becoming easier to use. 

Former MTV VJ Adam 
Curry is the brain behind iPod- 
der — software that automatically 
locates podcasts; software devel- 
oper Dave Winer is the developer

of the file format that allows pod- 
casts to be found. 

“Because pod- 
casts are con- 
trolled by no one 
and everyone can do whatev- 
er they want, it’s just refreshing,” 
said Curry, 40. 

In mid- September, a handful of 
Canadian college students launched 



“Blogosphere Radio,” a weekly 
talk show. Late September saw the 
launch of “Esc From the World!,” 
a tech- support podcast started by 
New Jersey eighth-grader Matthew 


Bischoff; “Northwest Noise,” an 
Oregon-based music-and-talk 
show; and “GeekSpeak,” a week- 
ly program out of Dallas about 
board games. 

“We could never do this 
show on radio, because 
who’s going to want to give 
an hour to board gaming?” 
said Scott Alden, owner of 
1,000 -plus games and co- 
host of “GeekSpeak.” 

Commercial radio 
broadcasters would never 
touch such a niche pro- 
gram. They would never 
air an unedited, error- 
prone show. 

But pod- 
casts don’t fol- 
low a traditional 
broadcast model. Success 
is measured in the personal satis- 
faction of creative expression and 
the organic growth of an audience.
